Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: a) regarding the Nishikawa rejection, no new 
arguments have been presented, b) regarding the rejection over KR415, the applicant has argued that KR415 uses an acid catalyst in 
Examples 1 and 2 and Comparison Example 1. However, KR415 also discloses the use of base catalysts such as trimethylamine (see page 
14 of translation), and therefore KR415 meets the limitations of the base catalyst of claim 1. c) regarding the rejection over KR709, the 
same situation exists as for KR415; see the base catalysts on page 11 of the translation. 
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
